On the other hand, a new type of solar cell, which is referred to as "wet solar cell" or 
"fourth-generation photocell", was proposed in 1991 by Gratzel et al. As shown in Fig. 9, 
this wet solar cell includes one electrode 901 formed of titania (titanium dioxide), which is a 
semiconductor, and another electrode 902 formed of platinum, ITO or the like, and these 
electrodes are held in an electrolyte solution 903, such as an iodine solution.
